HARRISBURG — The House Law and Justice Committee 
Tuesday sent to the floor a bill to curb the State Polic'e prac­ 
tice of closing its substations in rural areas. Rep. Joseph V. 
Zord Jr., R-Allegheny, committee chairman, said the bill was 
amended to require that no substation be closed until the State 
Police commissioner holds a public hearing in the local area. 
The bill originally barred the commissioner from closing 
substations without the consent of the legislature. 


Taj Mahal' bill approved 


HARRISBURG — The House Tuesday approved, 187-5, the 
“ Taj Mahal” bill to limit school construction costs, clearing 
the way for Gov. Milton J. Shapp to sign it into law. The bill, 
approved without debate, was the result of a compromise work­ 
ed out in a House-Senate Conference Committee. It sets up a 
formula, based on the number of pupils, that limits school con­ 
struction costs. A school district must get voter approval if 
the limit is exceeded. The Senate approved the bill unaninwusly 
Monday. It does not apply to Philadelphia or Pittsburgh.

WASHINGTON — Melvin I^rd , President Nixon’s chief 
domestic adviser, briefed Republican senators Tuesday on the 
newly restructured White House chain of command designed to 
improve relations with Capitol Hill. I^ird, who addressed a 
Senate GOP Policy Committee luncheon, declined to talk to 
reporters after the meeting. But Committee Chairnnan John 
Tower, R-Tex., said the former defense secretary discussed the 
“ overall restructuring” at the White House. Tower said Laird 
told the panel that Bryce Harlow will assume “ general 
supervision of all congressional relations.” 
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Four agreements signed 
Nixon, Brezhnev toast gain 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Linking arms in 
a symbol of common purpose, President Nixon 
and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev Tuesday 
toasted four new Soviet-American accords 
before settling down to the hard issues of 
trade and economic relations in their second 
day of summit talks. 
The two leaders chatted through an 
interpreter as Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko signed the agreements on 
agricultural, oceanographic, transportation 
and cultural exchanges in the ornate 18th 
Century surroundings of the State Department 
Benjamin FYanklin Room. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz also 
signed the agricultural agreement as 
presidential assistant 
Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F'. Dobrynin, high 
Soviet officials, senators, cabinet officers, and 
others looked on. 


Immediately after the signing, corks popped 
and the two statesmen joined several hundred 
dignitaries in toasting the accords which 
supplement the agreements President Nixon 
and 
Brezhnev concluded 
at 
the Moscow 
summit talks in May 1972. 
At one point, Nixon and Brezhnev linked 
arms, and sipped from their glasses in a 
gesture of unity as photographers clicked 
away. 
“ Here's the best politician in the room,” 
beamed the President, gesturing at Brezhnev. 
The Soviet leader, dressed in a light grey 
suit with two red-and-gold Order of Lenin 
medals on his chest, smiled and shook hands 
with many of the guests. 
Brezhnev even drew a round of applause 
as he spilled some champagne on his cuff 
and the floor, then playfully tried to shield 
his face from photographers with a napkin. 
The incident recalled a moment at the Moscow 


summit when the Soviet leader accidentally 
sloshed some wine on Rogers. This time, 
some observers thought, Brezhnev spilled the 
wine purposefully, as a joke. 
Leaving the State Department, Brezhnev 
rode in President Nixon’s black limousine — 
with Soviet and American flags fluttering from 
the front fenders —back to his Blair House 
residence to lunch with members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Opposition is strong in the Congress toward 
granting the Soviet Union normal trade terms 
—most favored nation treatment —unless the 
Soviet government permits Jews to emigrate 
to Israel entirely freely. 
Nixon and Brezhnev were continuing their 
summit talks in mid-afternoon, and White 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said that 
they would concentrate later on trade and 
economic 
matters. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
is 
proposing a number of multi-billion dollar 


deals for developing Siberian natural 
resources, and significantly boosting mutual 
trade. 
The White House spokesman said that the 
two statesmen would turn to a wide range 
of international matters when they continue 
their talks at Camp David, the presidential 
mountaintop retreat in Maryland today and

Food costs soaring 
toward record rate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Grocery prices this 
year will average about 12.5 per cent above 
1972, the biggest one-year increase in 26 years, 
the Agriculture Department said Tuesday. 
The announcement, marking the third time 
the department has boosted its official 
estimate of average 1973 food prices, added 
that President Nixon's decision to freeze all • 
retail food prices had staved off an even 
bigger increase. 
One expert said that without the freeze 
the 1973 average might have been as high 
as 14 per cent above last year. 
Nixon's price ceiling action will keep July- 
August retail prices from topping their early 
June levels, the department said. It added 
that if present demand and supply forecasts 
prove accurate, 
‘little if any further price 
increases will be forthcoming after the 60-day 
ceiling period.” 


Agriculture Department economists last fall 
had predicted 1973 retail food prices would 
be up only 3.5 per cent from 1972. But early 
in the year the estimate was raised to 6.5 
per cent and in May. as farm and fo<xi 
prices continued to rise, it was hiked again 
to 10 per cent. 
The economists said the soaring prices 
•reflected unprecedentt^d domestic and foreign 
demand for commodities in the face of 
diminished stwks and uncertainty over the 
extent of increases in 1973 crop production.” 
If weather conditions permit, the report said, 
farmers will harvest record crops this year, 
with marketings up 5 per cent from 1972. 
But they said the b(K)m in livestock feed 
prices apparently has forced many livest(xrk. 
dairy and poultry producers to cool off 
expansion plans and is 
“preventing much 
easing in prices in these markets.”

Charles “ Pete” Conrad and 
Paul J. Weitz climbed around 
the huge solar observatory 
mounted piggy-back on the 
station for 96 minutes. Joseph 
P. Kerwin remained inside 
moniti)ring systems aboard the 
100^ton spacecraft. 
The pilots, scheduled for a 
9:48 a.m. F2DT FYiday splash­ 
down to end man’s longest 
spaceflight, needed only half 
the allotted 
time for their 
second spacewalk to fix the 
research ship.

Pass is the seventh person — 
and the highest of ¿iree ex­ 
union officials — to be con­ 
victed in the case. 
Special prosecutor Richard 
Sprague told a post-trial news 
conference, “ It was obvious 
from the trial testimony some­ 
one in Washington gave the 
green light to Pass.” 
Sprague did not mention any 
name but he had referred 
repeatedly during his prosecu­ 
tion of the murders to a $20,000 
union fund, allegedly used to 
finance the killings, that was 
approved 
by W.A. 
“ Tony” 
Boyle, then the UMW president, 
ostensibly for union organizing 
purpijses. 
Pass was accused of obtain­ 
ing the Boyle-approved $20,000 
fund and having it distributed 
in 
expense checks" to mem­ 
bers of a special “ organizing 
committee” in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. The checks were 
cashed and the money returned 
to Pass who then, the prosecu­ 
tion charged, used it to pay for 
the killings. 
An F>ie County Court jury of 


seven men and five women 
deliberated about five hours 
before finding Pass guilty on 
three murder counts, each of 
which carried a 
maximum 
penalty of life imprisonment. 
Pass. 54. Middlesboro. Ky., a 
former member of the U.VIW 
international executive board, 
held his head up and looked

Sprague said the verdict was

Brezhnev explains Jewish 
emigration to U. S. leaders 


WASHINGTON iUPI ) -Sovi­ 
et leader Leonkl I. Brezhnev, 
seeking U. S. trade concessions, 
Tuesday told a group of more 
than 20 members of Congress 
that well over 95 per cent of the 
Jews who wish to leave the 
Soviet Union have been given 
permission to go. 


Brezhnev lobbied the law­ 
makers, all but two of them 
senators, to drop their opposi­ 
tion to trade concessions to the 
Soviet Union and pave the way 
for mutually beneficial econom­ 
ic arrangements. A sizable bloc 
in Congress, led by Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., has been 
blocking implementation of U. 
S.-Soviet trade agreements in 
protest of the Soviet tax on 
Jews leaving Russia, particu­ 
larly those wanting to emigrate 
to Israel. 


Senators leaving Blair House, 
where they were Brezhnev’s 
guests, said the general secre­ 
tary of the Soviet Communist 
Party delivered a two-hour 
speech during the lunch, which 
lasted for well over four hours. 


He then answered questions 
briefly, including one on most 
of the lawmakers’ minds—the 
problem of emigration of Jews 
from the Soviet Union. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., reading from his notes, 
saki Brezhnev cited figures 
showing that of 61,000 Jews who 
last year applied to leave the 
Soviet Union, 60,200 applica­ 
tions were granted. 
Humphrey 
said 
Brezhnev 
reported that of 11,400 applica­ 
tions for Jewish emigration 
received 
in 
the 
first 
five 
months of this year, 10,100 were 
granted. 
Brezhnev said that of 738 
applications denied this year, 
258 had been granted just 
before he left the Soviet Union, 
177 dropped their rec^iests and 
30 were not even residents of 
the Soviet Union. 
Brezhnev said 149 applica­ 
tions that were denied for 
security reasons are now under 
active reconsideration. 


Asked if he detected any 
willingness by 
Brezhnev to 


compromise on the emotional 
Jewish emigration issue, Hum­ 
phrey said, “ Yes, I do.” 
Humphrey, Chairman J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright, D-Ark., of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, Sen. Charles Percy, R- 
111., and Sen. Gale McGee, D- 
Wyo., all said Brezhnev empha­ 
sized his desire to increase 
economic contact between the 
two countries. To do this, the 
senators related, Brezhnev said 
the United States must agree to 
extend most favored national 
tariff treatment to the Soviet 
Union. 
Humphrey 
said 
Brezhnev 
emphasized the untapped natu­ 
ral resources of the Soviet 
Union 
and 
said 
he 
would 
welcome a long-term partner­ 
ship with American business­ 
men to develop those resources 
for the benefit of both nations. 


Asked 
if 
Brezhnev 
had 
lobbied the lawmakers during 
the lunch, which delayed by 
three-quarters of an hour the 
start of Brezhnev’s meetings 
with Nixon, McGee said he had. 


McGee said Brezhnev de­ 
clared he was prepared to

WASHINGTON (U Pl) — The 
United States and the Soviet 
Union will sign an income tax 
treaty tf)day. reflecting their 
joint 
hopt*s 
of 
greatly 
in­ 
creased trade. 
It will be the fifth agreement 
to emerge from the Washington 
summit meeting. 
The treaty is expected to 
cover such matters as the tiix 
treatment of business estab­ 
lished in one country by the 
other and the tax treatment of 
business visitors, royalties and 
interest payments. 
The treaty also will probably 
grant reciprwal tax privileges 
to individuals. That is, if a 
certain portio of an Ameri­ 
can’s income is taxed in the 
Soviet Union, then Russians re­ 
siding in the United States 
would get the same treatment 
from the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. If credits or refunds are 
allowed in one country, this 
also will apply in the other.

BLAKESLEE — Th ere’s an

TTie new acquisitions are not 
highly valued because they are 
antiques; in fact, they are 
rather young. And they’re not 
for sale, even though they’re 
not considered rare collec­ 
tors’ items. 
The imports in question 
happen to be state policemen 
who have decided to transfer 
to the Fern Ridge State 
Police Substation from other 
assignments 
throughout 
the 
state. 
; Technically referred to as 
^imports,” the men help to 
make up the unique comple­ 
ment of interstate and county 
Ttroops that both operate out 
.of the Fern Ridge barracks. 
• Under the command of Sgt. 
Joseph P. Zuber, the in­ 
terstate force contains 19 
troopers and two corporals. It 
j)atrols a 74-mile run of Rte. 80 
"(rom Stroudsburg to Hickory 
^un and serves as a backup 
3k)rce to its sister troop when 
^rteeded. 
- Tlie county force, under the 
command of Sgt. Dominic 
Fanelli, contains 23 troopers 
and three corporals. Three of 
the policemen are criminal 
men. The troop patrols the 
western end of the county ex- 
;cept for Eldred and Polk 
Townships, which are covered 
!by the Lehighton barracks. 
I The merger of the two 
|forces took place when the in- 
iterstate troop left Mt. 
¡Pocono. 
I Tlie move, a preamble to 


the institution of an all- 
encompassing, centrally 
located substati(xi in Pocono 
Township, is described as 
"favorable” and “ mutually 
beneficial” by both sergeants 
despite the fact the comple­ 
ment of men at Fern Ridge 
has doubled. 
“ Under normal conditions 
we expect to have a patrol at 
the scene in a matter of 10 or 
15 minutes,” explained Zuber. 
“ We dispatch the nearest 
patrol car. Sometimes, 
however, that officer is engag­ 
ed in some other activity and 
this response time may be 
longer. We have to ask the 
public for patience and un­ 
derstanding in these special 
circumstances.” 
The county police force 
coverage is divided into six 
major zones. Anywhere from 
two to four men will be on 
patrol at any one time. Usual­ 
ly one man is assigned to a 
car, but the shift is doubled 
after midnight. 
“ We assign the men by a 
process of selective enforce­ 
ment or where the need is 
greatest,” explained Fanelli. 
“ We base assignments on acci­ 
dent and crime rate, day of 
the week, and time of day.” 
He said a state policeman 
serves five eight hour shifts a 
week and is assigned to one 
particular zone each day. It 
is mostly up to the officer’s 
own discretion where he 
patrols, sets up radar, etc. 
The county force patrols 
three main zones along Rte. 
80. Its coverage is mainly 
traffic. On a typical weekend, 
the Frkiay afternoon schedule 
contains four patrols. The 
force is minimal, however, 
after midnight. 
Zuber, too, stressed the im- 
p o r t a n c e of m a k i n g 
assignments based on the 
time of day and time of week. 
On the interstate he said Fri­ 
day and Sunday nights were 
busiest. 
“ The function of the state 
police is prevention and this is 


an intangible thing,” said 
Zuber, who indicated radar 
was a good enforcement tool. 
“ We want to present the peo­ 
ple with an image of a 
policeman who is there to pro­ 
vide a service. He’s not just 
there to arrest people. His job 
is to help, to teach, to ad­ 
vise.” 
“ The dilem ma of the 
policeman is trying to contain 
people so a problem is not 
enhanced,” fie continued. “ In 
trying to do the job, it’s the 
same people who are offended 
when you try to contain 
them.” 
Both officers emphasized 
the need for preventative 
measures in relationship to 
crime and accidents, and they 
stressed the need to think 
clearly and use good common 
sense in case of emergencies. 
The experienced troopers 
also pointed up the need for 
education before carrying 
even such simple items as 
flashlights or flares. 
“ As an example of misun­ 
derstanding in this area, the 
state police had set up flares 
at the scene of an accident 
recently,” said Fanelli, “ and 
this guy came barrelling 
through. When we asked him 
what the flares meant, he 
said, ‘Danger, get out of there 
as fast as you can.’ ” 
Zuber emphasized that 
many motorists set up flares 
when they really aren’t 
necessary and cause more 
problems than they help. 
In their final comments, 
both officers commended area 
residents. 
“ There are very sociable 
people up here,” said Fanelli. 
“ TTiey have much more patrol 
understanding and they aren’t 
as demanding.” 
“ I think one of the reasons 
for this,” said Zuber, “ is that 
a lot of times, they are able 
to resolve their own problems.

Tired of being “ nice guys” 
at their own expense, borough 
officials have passed a noise 
control ordinance and are con­ 
sidering a variety of other 
truck control measures. 
TTie noise ordinance names a 
multitude of things which can 
be cited for disturbing 
residents’ peace — like yell­ 
ing, animals or drums. 
TTie ordinance will fine of­ 
fenders between $10 and $25 
for each offense. Some 
residents, however, feel that 
the fines shouki be higher and, 
therefore, more of a deter­ 
rent. 
“Some truckers may just 


shrug their shoulders at a $10 
fine,” complained Mrs. Jill 
Davis, a member of the Com­ 
munity Club, an organization 
which has raised a great cry 
about noise regulations. 
Mrs. Davis and other 
residents said that they had 
approached truckers asking 
them to turn off their motors 
and had been virtually laugh­ 
ed at. 
Mayor Donald Howe cited 
Poor Richard’s, on the corner 
of Harford and Broad Streets, 
as a test case for the new 
ordinance. 
“They've been playing rock 
music until 2 a.m.!” he ex­ 
claimed. The new ordinance 
provides for some loud noises, 
such as construction clamor, 
during specified hours. 
The borough council has also 
asked their solicitor to in- 


vestigate installing “ no truck 
p ar k in g ” signs on the 
borough’s main streets. 
While businessmen would 
not tolerate no parking at all 
on the main thoroughfares, 
they might agree with keep­ 
ing trucks away, the council 
feels. 
More cooperation with state 
police, with whom the borough 
has been fencing for enforce- 
moit of noise regulations was 
urged by citizens. 
The state police patrol the 
borough when Milford police 
are off duty.

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Garbage crisis 
not solved yet 


William F. Quinn to the contrar>’, Monroe County's 
problems with sold waste disposal are fai' from over. 
Quinn, one of the county’s commissioners, said 
Monday that tlie county's solid waste disposal quandary 
had been resolved with the beginning of a waste haulers' 
compacting system m Hamilton Township. 
Apparently, he h a s not been reading the reports 
filtei ing into the commissioners' office. There is mucli 
yet to do in that area before that particulai' problem 
can be said to be solved 
Or Ls Monroe County oiK'e again to be saddled with 
a ‘peniianent " solution that will be obsolete before the 
ink is dry on the contract? We have been operating with 
a deficient solid waste disposal system for years now, 
with study after study being conducted to resolve the 
problem once and for all. forgetting that studies alone 
do not do the job. 
The studies still have to be implemented. 
The situation came to the iX)int that the only quick 
way out seemed to be a proposal from private waste 
hauler contractors to compact the county's garbage and 
haul it to a Northampton County site. That the situation 
came to tiiis point was a tribute to the lack of farsighted­ 
ness of county officials in the first place. 
But now. when the county's newly established 
general authority is on the verge of coming up with a 
reasonable and long-term solution, we find some county 
officials declaring the crisis at an end. 
On what? On the basis of an essentially temporary 
solution"* And an agreement that the proposers of that 
solution will have their investment guai'anteed against 
the [X)ssibility that the county's tax payers (and waste 
generators) might find another, cheaper way out? 
It Is absurd to think that anyone willing to take a 
chance with private capital should l>e given a govern­ 
ment guarnatee that his investment should be insured 
agauist a change in circumstaiK*e. That in itself goes 
against the grain of a tm e believer in the private en­ 
terprise. capitalistic system: You study the possibilities 
and take your chances. 


But to consider such a system as a complete solu­ 
tion and ignore the problem iuntil it real's its ugly head 
agam which will hap|)en for surei is foolishness of tiie 
ultmiate sort Our problems with solid waste disposal 
aren't tliat easy to solve, nor will they vanish as easily as 
some seem to hope. 


The matter needs and deserves further study and 
further action. Otherwise, we will be faced with the 
same problem in a very few yeai's. when we should be 
free to be mvolved in contemplating solutions to other 
problems not yet dreamed of. but just as sure to arise.

\VASHING1X)N — Personal fieix is who have 
visittx i President Nix on lately have found him 
more annoyed than dispirited over the 
Watergate revelations. What annoys him is 
the time W atergate has taken from his 
preparations for the summit meeting with 
Soviet part\' leader l^nid Brezhnev. 
'rhe president believes he established an un­ 
derstanding with Brezhnev in Moscow last 
year. They now trust one another enough to 
proceed with meaningul negotiations, the 
president suggests. 
After Nix on’s return from Iceland, he ap­ 
peared haggard. But he ex plains this wasn’t 
from worr>’ over Watergate but from lack of 
sleep in Iceland He found it difficult to sleep 
in tlie land of the midniglit sun be<.*ause even 
the blinds couldn't shut out the brightness at 
night. 
FYiends who ask how they can help with 
the W atergate problem get only an ap­ 
preciative sluu^ from the president but no 
specific suggestions. He will leave it to them, 
he says, to decide wliat statements they wish 
to make in his suppt)rt. 
'fhe mention of Jolm Mitchell or Bob 
Haldeman causes the president merely to 
shake his head, as if he doesn’t know what to 
think of his two former close advisers. The 
President insists he had no advance knowledge 
of the Watergate break-in or the obstruction 
of justice.

The Administration’s puzzlement over the 
dwindling value of the dollar prior to June 13 
was understandable. The balance of trade and 
payments appeared to be improving and that 
usually signals the time when currency 
speculators — for want of a better term — 
begin to buy dollars, driving up their value. So 
why were the gnomes of Zurich selling dollars? 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz told 
the House Ways and Means Committee June 4 
he couldn’t understand it. Since our prospects 
for limiting inflation were “ better than most 
other countries,” it seemed the rest of the 
world was out of step. Jack L. Bennett, Depu­ 
ty Under Secretary’ of the Treasury, said tliat 
“ irrational factors” were responsible for the 
dollar’s continued decline. 
In announcing the reimposition of a freeze 
on prices. President Nix on did not mention the 
sinking dollar. But it was almost certainly on 
his mind. A continued flight from the dollar 
abroad, along with a bearish stock market and 
screaming inflation at home, were all signs 
•that tlie American economic boom was wobbl­ 
ing badly. 
Devaluation enormous 
During the first six months of this year, 
the dollar underwent an enormous de facto 
devaluation — ranging from 5.8 per cent in 
terms of British currency to 28 .2 per cent in 
terms of Swiss francs. And that was on top of 
“ official” devaluations of 8 .6 per cent in 
August 1971, and a further 10 per cent last 
February in terms of gold. 
The reason for the latest attack on the 
dollar, most analysts agree, was a pervasive 
lack of confidence in American currency. The 
holders of dollars abroad saw no end to infla­ 
tion and, it was said, did not believe the Nix on 
administration had the clout or the will to

meet the problem head on. In desperation, the' 
overseas holders of dollars bought gold — driv­ 
ing the price to a record peak of $127 an ounce 
on June 5. 
The high price of gold is a further symptom 
of a general crisis of confidence. American of* 
ficials have told the specualtors over and over 
again that gold is being “ demonetized” and 
has no financial value. TTie trouble, as stock 
analyst Heinz H. Beil put it, is that “ people 
no longer believe a damn thing that anybody 
says, whether he be a businessman or a politi­ 
cian.” 
Still questions 
President Nix on has now moved against 
inflation and that should remove a major 
doubt in the minds of the owners of dollars 
abroad. But any greedy speculator worth his- 
salt will still be wondering how far he can’ 
trust the American government. Will the" 
freeze really damp down inflation? What will 
happen when the freeze ends in mid-August? * 
Has the threat of a recession been removed? 
^ 
Curiously enough, monetary officials should* 
be hoping that the speculators do not put toó - 
much confklence in Phase IV. If they do, there 
will be a massive flight to the dollar and that 
could be almost as disruptive as the flight 
from the dollar that has been taking place for 
months. 
There is no end in sight to the succession of 
monetary crises. An $8 0 billion pool of 
Eurodollars in Europe, made up largely of 
“ hot” m(Miey seeking a profit, can be moved 
quickly from commodity to commodity and 
from country to country, leaving governments 
to patch up their ravished economies as best* 
they can. There is not likely to be any in­ 
ternational monetary peace until somebody 
figures out a way to control these “ outlaw” 
funds. 


Counter - reaction

To the chagrin of some of my columnar col­ 
leagues. self-righteousness in the mass media 
and am ong the p olitician s about the 
Watergate business is beginning to vex many 
people. I have been receiving nuinerous letters 
from readers of this column, saying in effect 
that while the national ex ecutive force behav­ 
ed badly, various American F’harisees are 
behaving worse. 
“ The sadness of Watergate is inescapable 
for persons possessing a Christian conscience,” 
a theological student in Missouri writes to me. 
“ Anger over the affair is understandable. But 
a greater sadness and a no less justifiable 
anger is merited by the Christian individual 
who observes guile on the part of Christians 
wishing to implicate the President and glee on 
the part of these and others who believe that 
the President and his associates are being 
discredited. There is no room for guile; neither 
is there room for glee about such things, in the 
Christian heart. 
“ Christian charity demands, in response to 
Watergate, Christian conduct,” my correspon­ 
dent continues. 
“ Part of this conduct is, ironically enough, 
that which was suggested by the President 
himself on the eve of April 30. He pleaded for 
Americans to pray for his office and for the 
government of our people. There are more ac- 
tivistic pursuits in which we can engage for 
the working out of our Christian purposes, but 
one thing is sure: the quietism of earnest 
prayer for our nation’s leaders will outdistance 
by far the sadism of our personal glee and 
guile.” 
A professor in Minnesota, with much ex ­ 
perience in Europe of persecution and 
ejqjionage, sends me his conclusions about 
Watergate. “ It dawns on me that the whole 
Watergate business centered upon President 
Nix on's direct order to stop the leaks of most 
secret meetings, decisions, plans, etc.,” he 
says. “ But the U.S.A. has no Secret 
Docuinents Act, and the heads of the relevant 
government agencies were timid and naive 
about ways of doing that job . . . 
“ Clearly, the Watergate affair had notliing 
to do with the election, which is why 


McGovern in all frankness said that he had not 
the slightest idea what those people ex pected 
to get out of bugging the Democratic head­ 
quarters. Senator Brooks made the same 
point, that no decisions of any importance or 
even meetings of importance take place 
there.” 
W’hy, then, the wiretapping of the 
building? Because spies against the Ad-' 
ministration met in that headquarters, though 
not with the knowledge of the big men in the 
Democratic Party, my correspondent sug-' 
gests. He means people of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
kidney, intent upon damaging the Nix on Ad­ 
ministration, at whatever cost to national 
policies. Such agents are very successful 
nowadays; if they weren’t. Jack Anderson’ 
couldn’t have got his fingers on 
secret grand- 
.jury transcripts. 
“ In other words,” this professor goes on, 
“ the leak business was big business, and the 
only way the VVliite House could get money to 
finance counter-action was from campaign 
funds. That brings in a whole chain of un­ 
derhand jobs, all done because the President 
knew that they could not be done legally. For 
this reason, I think that Nix on was duty-bound, 
right after the election or right after the 
papers began involving his subordinantes, to 
come out openly and state the dilemma in 
which the nation finds itself, without a law 
permitting (as other governmnts permit) the 
security agencies to do what is necessary to 
maintain national security.” 
From other politically astute people of 
some reputation, I receive similar analyses of 
the motive behind the Watergate burglary. If 
this analysis is correct, Mr. John Mitchell 
ought to have said so long ago; the public 
would have understood hard necessity, if such 
it was. 
However tliis may be, much popular senti­ 
ment inclines now toward the view that 
though the Nix on Administration bungled, 
Watergate scarcely is the greatest sin in the 
dark history of American politics. A little 
more self-righteous oratory from the mass 
media, and Watergate might restore Mr. Nix ­ 
on’s popularity. That sort of thing has happen­ 
ed to him before.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (U PI) 
— Down where the trolley 
tracks are torn up and the tall 
weeds bury their burrs in your 
socks, 
you’ll 
find 
botanist 
Charlotte Clarke, who finds 
living off the land exciting, 
inexpensive and a great way to 
keep in tune with nature. 
A gourmet cook, she knows 
how to appreciate some of the 
common but tasty weeds that 
grow abundantly in the dusty, 
vacant lots around her home. 
But, as she points out, one 
doesn’t have to be a gourmet 
cook to hunt for wild artichokes 
and 
wild 
radishes, 
nor 
to 
appreciate delicate 
mustard 
stems or the juicy licorice taste 
of anise root stems. 
And one sip of homemade 
dandelion or elderberry wine 
does more to promote natural 
foods than all the lectures and 
library books. 
The Orange Coast College 
instructor, 
an 
avid 
Sierra 
backpacker with her husband, 
took a short stroll recently 
through some thorny back lots 
to 
prove 
how 
supermarket 
habits had blinded housewives 
to some of nature’s little known 
specials. 
Many of her dinner special­ 
ties, such as tasty acorn bread, 
come from closely studying 
California 
Indian 
lore. 
The 
attractive young botanist began 
her stroll through a wide, 
weedy lot where once the city 
trolley ran, and smiled as she 
approached a clump of bright 
green, ordinary looking stems. 
“ This is what I call cheese 
weed,” she said, scooping her 
hand down into the bush and 
pulling up a fistful of tiny pods, 
tossing them into her mouth 
like peanuts. 
“You see' They look like 
cheeses and my students and 1 
just love them. They’re great 
for 
natural 
snacks 
or 
in 
salads,” Mrs. Clarke said. 
Picking her way through a 
big patch of wild alfalfa and 
barley, snagging their burrs in 
her shoes, Mrs. Clarke ex­ 
plained that the wild oats were 
cousins to wheat and perfect 
for grinding up into flour. 
She grinds them up in her 
blender, 
throws 
in 
a 
few 
capfuls of wild cattail flour and 
bakes delicious, dark sweet 
breads. 
l-ater, she hopped in her car 
for a short drive to a vacant lot 
by Pacific Coast Highway. 
“ This Ls my ‘supermarket 
lot’,” she grinned, collecting 
wild artichokes, baby tomatoes 
and tender wild bt‘et leaves. 
Mrs. Clark, who got her 
master’s in botany at UCLA 
and now teaches part time at 
two community colleges, is 
gathering notes and recipi‘s for 
a forthcoming “ weed c(M)k- 
book.” 
“ Foraging 
for 
f(M)d 
gets 
pt*ople curious all the time, and 
occasionally they stop and ask 
what I’m doing. 
“ When I tell them- wow— 
they’re all eyes and ears and 
suddenly they want to know all 
there is about wild, edible 
plants. I 
like that. Women 
especially get turned on when 
they see how much f(K)d money 
they can save,” she says. 
She recalled one woman who 
was about to have her big 
vacant lot bulldozed clear of its 
wild barley patch. 
“ W'hen I asked if 1 could pick 
some of it,” said Mrs. ('larke, 
“ The woman said, 'Oh my 
goodness, what on earth for'.*’ 
When I told her I could make 
cereal and bread from the 
barley kernels, the woman just 
laughed and said, “ Take what 
you want, this lot is just such a 
mess.” 
“ Can you imagine?” chuckled 
Mrs. Clarke, “ Here was all this 
free food and she just thought it 
was a ‘mess.’ ”

Gas explosion leaves Kunkletown man dead 


KUNKLETOWN — Prominent Lutheran 
lajnnan Jd in E . Yoe, 51, died of a heart attack 
Tuesday following an early morning gas ex­ 
plosion at his home near Kingswood Lake 
between Kunkletown and Kresgeville. 
Yoe was pronounced dead on arrival at 
Palmerton Hospital. 
Carbffli County Coroner Robert Deibert 
listed the cause of death as a “ coronary insuf­ 
ficiency” probably caused by the excitement 
of the explosion. 
He said Yoe had a heart condition. 
TTie explosion in Yoe’s home happened at 
4:45 am ., according to Trooper John Pam- 
panin of the state police at Lehighton. 
He said the blast came from a gas stove in 
a 15-foot sun deck at the rear of the house. 
Pampanin saki several burned matches and a 
box partially full of unbumed matches were 
found near the gas range. 
Rapist assails 
three women 


STROUDSBURG — A rapist has attacked three 
. women in the Stroudsburg-Stroud Township area. 
A 74-year-old woman was attacked in her home in the 
* Scott and Seventh Street area on Tuesday, June 12, 
Stroudsburg Police Chief John Baujan confirmed Tuesday. 
Baujan said the other attacks occurred in Stroud 
Township. 
Stroud Township Police Chief Charts Martin would 
not confirm or deny the report. 
He said, however, “ to give any information out now 
would hinder any investigation we would be conducting.” 
Baujan said the elderly woman was in her home when 
someone entered, sexually assaulted her and then fled. 
She could give no description of the rapist. 
W^ile Baujan said there “ were no concrete suspects,” 
several persons are being checked out. 
Stroud Township Police Sgt. James W. Carey said late 
Tliesday his investigation of a woman screaming for help 
near a lake in the Ehler Street area had turned up no 
leads.

He saki the oven knob was turned to the 
“ on” position, but speculated it may have 
been jarred by the explosion. 
Yoe’s 26-year-old dau^ter Paula, wlx) was 
in Philadelphia at the time of the tragedy, 
saki the range came with the house when it 
was bought three years ago. 
She said the family never used the stove. 
Another daughter. Star, was also in 
Philadelphia at the time of the mishap. 
The two daughters didn’t learn of their 
father’s death until they arrived later. 
Yoe was the first layman to serve as 
a s s is ta n t to the p re sid e n t of the 
Northeastern Pennsylvania Synod of the 
Lutheran Church of America. 
^ 
He had been a member of the Synod staff 
for two years. Prior, he was a member of the 
Commission of Stewardship for the Lutheran 
Church. 


Yoe was an engineer for 20 years with the 
Pennsylvania Power and Light'Co., and also 
served as secretary of the Eldred Township 
Planning Commission for three years. 
The summer kitchen, an enclosed porch 
and a green house all were blasted away by 
the explosion, according to daughter, Paula. 


“ Everything was a complete mess,” she 
saki. “ TTie windows were all blown out and the 
grass was just covered with glass.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Semmel, neighbors 
went to assist Yoe immediately after they 
heard the blast. 
“ It was like we were lifted right out of 
bed 
when the explosion occurred,” 
they 
described. 
“ John was fine then,” said Semmel. “ He 
moved his car to let the Kunkletown fire 
truck get close to the house. When he came 


around the house, he fell to the ground.” 
Yoe and his wife Emma were sleeping in 
an upstairs bedroom. After the blast he dress­ 
ed and called the fire company. 
Pyrofax Gas Co. officials from Palmerton 
and state fire marshall John Dicaki of 
Hazelton sifted through the debris with local 
firemen and state troopers from Lehighton. 
“ We can’t find anything wrcmg with the 
stove,” said Wesley Christman, Kunkletown 
fire chief. 
He said most of the rooms downstairs 
were damaged by the blast. 
Eighteen-inch thick stone walls weren’t 
damaged but silver plates bent in half a short 
distance away, evidenced the power of shock 
waves set off by the explosion.

STROUDSBLUG — Smithfield Township’s 
fledgling zoning ordinance will face its first 
court test soon. 
An appeal was filed in Monroe County 
Court of Common Pleas Tuesday to have the 
ordinance declared invalid. 
The legal appeal, made in behalf of 
Pococabana Lodge Inc. by Anthony Roberti, a 
Jim Thorpe attorney, contends the ordinance 
was improperly enacted. 
TTie Pococabana, a resort located on both 
sides of Route 209 near Minisink Hills, is own­ 
ed by Buchwaki Enterprises of Miami, Fla. 
Herbert Buchwald, company president, 
coukl not be reached for comment Tuesday. 
“We are really quite serimis about this ap­ 
peal,” Roberti said. 
“ The suit is alleging the township has 
been unreasonable in what was done. 
“Take for example, on one side of the 
road, Pococabana is zoned R-1. On the other 
side, the business is zoned R-2. The land is cut 
in two with that kind of zoning designation. 
“ Besides, it is a commercial area which is 
now a non-con forming use in the two zones. 
“Tliat really limits the owners from buy­ 
ing and developing the land because a non- 


conforming use can only be expanded by 33.3 
per cent within the township,” Roberti said. 
He said many establishments along Route 
209 within the township are now non- 
conforming uses because much land area adja­ 
cent to the road is zoned residential. 
“ The commercially zoned area along the 
road is too hilly for development,” Roberti 
charged. 
The actual filed writ said the meetings 
where the proposed ordinance was presented 
publicly were imprqjerly run; the required 
notices were improper and other im ­ 
proprieties, not known to the appellant, oc­ 
curred. 
Roberti also questioned definitions of the 
zone areas. 
“ There are ce rta in com m ercial 
establishments outlawed in the commercially 
designated zone,” Roberti said. 
“ I just don’t understand that. Usually, 
commercial operations allowed in an R-2 zone 
are allowed in a commercial zone. 
“ Plus 
in 
the 
Smithfield 
ordinance, 
overlapping uses are prohibited.” 
Roberti said the suit in behalf of the 
partially burnt out resort was filed because 
the 30 day deadline for aj^eals was fast ap­ 
proaching. Beyond the deadline, appeals of 
this sort cannot be made, he said.

—Find out which costs <if 
any) your employer or your 
spouse’s e m ploye r w ill pay 
toward the move. Some com­ 
panies offer fringe benefits to 
key employes being transfer­ 
red which go well beyond pay­ 
ment 
of direct 
moving 
ex­ 
penses — even assuming the 
costs of moving such items as 
boats and second cars. 
Most major companies take 
on the bulk of moving costs 
for employes being transfer­ 
red abroad and also provide 
spticial allowances to pay for 


any costs above those prevail­

—Before getting estimates, 
get rid of stuff you won’t need 
or want in your new home.

Chemical content killing 
'stuff/ hot dog business

CHICAGO - The hot-d og' 
bu siness isn’t so hot. In fact, 
it’s going to the d ogs. 
That’s becau se a lot of peo­ 
ple are think ing the same way 
Bev erly Mancinelli is. “We u s­ 
ed to eat hot d ogs all the 
t i m e , ” the Lilbu rn, Ga., 
hou sewife say s, “ Bu t I ’m 
throu gh stu ffing my family 
with a bu nch of chemicals.” 
In some places, say s Herrel 
I)e Graff, presid ent of the 
American Meat Institu te, 
' ‘the wiener is being clob­ 
bered .” John Krau s, a New 
York City meat d ealer, say s 
his company ’s frank fu rter 
sales fell more than 20 per 
cent last y ear from their 1971 
lev el, forcing the company , 
J oh n K r a u s , Inc., into 
bank ru ptcy proceed ings. “We 
nev er really recov ered from 
Bess My erson,” Krau s say s. 
Miss My erson, former New 
York City consu mer-affairs 
commissioner, u sed to tell 
New York ers she stopped 
ea ti ng frank s when she 
“ d iscov ered what was in 
them.” 
Once enshrined as prime 
Americana, the hot d og began 
to tu mble in Febru ary last 
y ear. An article in Consu mer 
Reports Magazine charged , 
among other things, that the 
wiener has more fat and 
water, and a lot less protein 
than it d id back in the 1930s. 
Frank fu rter sales last y ear 
rose only 1.35 per cent to 15 
billion, worth $1.25 billion, in 
contrast to a 9.2 per cent gain 
in 197 1. Short liv estock 
su pplies and high prices con­ 
tribu ted to the slowd own, bu t 


ad v erse pu blicity also was “a 
significant factor,” say s D. C. 
Riley , ex ecu tiv e v ice presi­ 
d ent of Hy grad e Food Pro­ 
d u cts Corp. in Detroit. 
Shrinking market 
In a su rv ey of consu mers 
last Nov ember, Hy grad e fou nd 
that 47 per cent of them in­ 
tend ed to bu y fewer or no 
frank s in the fu tu re. 
“ No q u estion abou t it,” 
Riley say s. “The mark et is 
shrink ing.” 
Some hot-d og prod u cers are 
cou nterattack ing. They ’re 
creating the biggest barrage 
of pro-d og pu blicity since the 
frank fu rter from Frank fort 
and the weiner from Vienna 
were first slapped into long 
bu ns in America at the tu rn of 
the centu ry . 
“ We’re really fighting 
back ,” say s Phy llis Lov rien, 
manager of consu mer serv ices 
at Oscar May er and Co., the 
.biggest wiener mak er, whose 
hot d og sales fell two per cent 
last y ear. 
Oscar May er is d ev oting 
half its $8 million-to-$10 
million network telev ision ad ­ 
v ertising bu d get to hot d ogs, 
which accou nt for only fiv e 
per cent of the company ’s 
y early sales of $700 million. 
T h e 
c om p a ny 
h a s 
d isseminated 200,000 “ou r hot 
d og stand ” pamphlets and 
plans to blizzard the cou ntry 
with 2.5 million more. The 
company answers inq u iries 
abou t hot d ogs in d etail and 
carefu lly monitors press and 
broad casting cov erage. 
Consu mer r e por t s ’ k ey 
charge was that the protein 
content of the wiener had 
d ropped to 11.7 per cent from

Emerson D. Moran, operations 
manager for Vienna Sau sage 
Co.’s Los Angeles plant, 
researched the su bject and 
say s he has d etermined that 
the “reasonably honest pro­ 
d u ct” cited in the article was 
actu ally “a d ry sau sage pro­ 
d u ced in 1897-98” that “had 
noth i ng to d o

Critics also hav e alleged 
t h a t hot-d og ad d i ti v e s , 
particu larly nitrates, possibly 
can lead to the formation of 
cancer-promoting su bstances 
in the bod y .
